This IS not below average 
but It is lighter than growers 
first estimated in view of the 
giant growth of the crop. How¬ 
ever. a lot of bottom leaves were 
lost in the late rains. 

C. K .Stacy, local banker and 
tob.K'co grower and one of the 
county'.s top authorities on hurley, 
.aid he weighed ^ome sample 
.sticks thi- wes'k and they aver- 
liged 1 pound and 5 ounces. 

There i* a lot of housrbuined 
tobacco in bams that owners 
don't expect and it will not show 
up until they start stripping, one 
ol)-i rver said. 

.Morgan county’s total allotment 
for hurley thia year was 2.459 
I ' -'f. the ASC reports. 

Morgan county la.st year re- 
cived (2.232..5<II 00 for its bur- 
ley crop, but observers predict 
that this year’s crop may not go 
ab<ivr two million dollars.

Nancy”—the veteran of 47 years 
as a teacher heard her long 
record eulogized and later ro- 
ceiveci a valuable gift. 

When Nancy moved to West 
Libert.v from Mt. Sterling, the 
vear was 1904. The Pre^yler- 
lans had just established the Mat¬ 
thew T. Ss'ott Junior Collegiate 
Institute in West Liberty, and 
later when higher learning wis 
initiated in the Institute, Nancy, 
because of previous high school 
training, began teaching as a sub¬ 
stitute. Nancy servini as substi¬ 
tute teacher for two years. By 
1909 she received her certificate 
and taught that year at Cow 
Bi.iiicli. The next year she was 
signed to teach at War Creek, 
but trustees and patrons of the 
West Libert.v school asked her 
to teach at West Liberty. Thus 
began a career that was to find 
her in the first grade room of 
the West Lilierty school for 44 
'•ears.
